At the afternoon session a deputation 
of leading citizens of Belleville met the 
council, and asked them to consider the 
matter of building a bridge across the 
Moira at the northern limits of the city. 
Mayor Johnson said the city would bear 
one-half of the expense. 

Stephen Badgley of Sidney, appeared 
before the council to ask them for dam- 
ages done his traction engine by falling 
through an unsafe bridge in that town- 
ship last fall. ‘Ihe timbers of the bridge 
were shown to have been ina very bad 
condition. The case was referred tothe 
committee on w: and means and when 
that committee met, Mr. Clare, chair- 
man, they awarded Mr. Badgley $15 
damages.

A New Light. 


An inventor hailing from Logansport, 
Ind., claims to have discovered a now 
light which can be bottled up and which 
is more brilliant than the electric are, 
steadier than the incandescent lamp, 
softer than an oil burner, It ig like im- 
prisoned sunshine. It has neither wires 
nor battery connected with it. It can 
be carried about in one’s pocket. Its 
brillianey will last as long as the glass 
in which it is confined. 

The discoverer of the new illuminant 
is S. B. Nickum, of Logansport, Ind. It 
is the result of five years of the hardest 
kind of work in his finely appointed la- 
boratory. It is the product of o trained 
and scientific mind, worked out slowly, 
laboriously, in the face of many failures 
and obstacles that appeared at first in- 
surmountable. 
_ The new light is the result of a chem- 
ical action heretofore unknown. There 
is no elaborate apparatus, no complicat- 
ed machines needed to generate it, The 
chemicals are placed in a glass globe 
from which the air is extracted, and 
which is then hermetically sealed. ‘The 
light glows at once. The globe can be 
ied about with the greatest freedom, 
if it is desired, or in ¢ 


receptacle, 
Once started, the light never goes out, 
80 long as the globe is intact. 

If all that is claimed for this illumin- 
ant be true it is one of the greatest dis- 
coveries of all times. It is more mar- 
vellous than the vacuum tube lizht dis- 
covered by Tesla. It means the destruc-

WOMEN IN GERMANY. 


Germany is supposed to be a land 
| where women have small opportunity 
| to earn money in cempetition with men. 
| Tho idea of the German wornan as mcn- 
trodden, helpless and oppressed has be- 


|come so general that woman suffragists 
| 


|xegard her usually as an illustration of 

all that is evil in masculine methods 
of conducting government and indus- 
jtry. Yet the lust industrial and pro- 
| fessional census of the German Empire 
‘shows that the number of self-support- 
ing Germun women is already in the 
millions and is growing rapldly—so rap- 
idly, indeed, as to provoke the question: 
;"If this continues, what can be done 
with the men?” 

Germany kas 26,861,125 women, of 
| whom 1,313,954 are in domestic service 
jand 5,264,409 support themselves by 
|industrial and professional labor. Since 
1882 the number of self-supporting wo- 
!men in the empire has increased by 
|more than a million. Vo be sure, this 
| whole increase would not be regarded 
| Universally as a sign of woman's pro- 


The fibres of cotton and linen and 
| wool differ greatly. It is interesting 
to note the difference under a micro-| 
| Scope, but as every laundress is not | 
| expected to be a microscopist, a few} 
| practical points may be made clear by) 
alittle common sense and observation. 
| Pass n hot iron over thedry surface of 
cotton noi linen and wool,and note the 
different results. Silk and wool may 
be similarly trented with similar re- 
sults. These are animal products and 
are closely akin. 

Under a warm iron, skill and expe- 
rience must ascertain the degree of 
heat, wooland silk will soften and yet 
| muy stretch it. Herein lies the secret 
of success. Wool aud silk should be 
pressed and stretched and turned and 
prossed and stretched, and turned and 
pressed again until it is perfectly dry 
and pliant andevery fibre has felt the 
gentle handling. At length the gar- 
ment may be ironed in shape, and then, 


aged, the garment will lojk almost like 
new and it may be worn for yearsand 
become threadbare without thickening 
or shrinking. 

Being of different nature—different 
fibre—cotton and wool arenotso easy 
cleansed, Their absorbing qualities 
are dissimilar. Moisture does not pass 
| through them equally)and they dry 
| unequally, so that the skin is in dan- 
| ger from draughts under cotton cloth- 
ing where it would weather a storm 
under woollen stuff. Sometimes after 
perspiring you may observe that the 
side of the garment next the skin is 
warm and dry where the moisture has 
passed through, and the outside of the 
garment is damp. Witness this in o 
horse blanket, and see that the blank- 
ets for valuable horses are of 
wool. 

Flannels should never be sprinkled. 
In this climate they seldom are too 
dry to press, but sometimes when the 
air is singularly dry and hot, it may 
be found necessary to moisten them be- 
fore pressing, and this can be done by 
ringing Leavy towels out of the hot- 
test water possible to bear the hands 
in and wrapping the flannels in the 
hot cloths, then rolling them smooth 
and close and lying in a warm place 
ready for pressing. If the garment 
should become too damp, the process of 
pressing and stretching and turning 
should be equally prolonged. 


qmoW TO MAKE OLD GARMENTS 
LOOK NEW. ~ 


‘A new and practically sure way of 
renovating and restoring to their form- 
er appearance, spotted, soiled or fad- 
ed cloth or,.serge gowns has lately 
been discovered. Pick about twenty 
ivy leaves, young and green, wash 
them carefully and place them in a 
jug or basin. Add about one pint of 
boiling water, cover up the jug or bas- 
in and leave them to soak for two or 
three hours, when it will be ready for 
use. The garment to be cleaned must 
be thoroughly brushed, inside and out 


and all untidy braid or lining removed 
from the bottom. When ready spread 
it on the table and carefully sponge 
with the ivy water. It must then be 
hung up to dry when it will be found 
to have recovered its former color and 
look quite like mew. Black silk may 
be cleaned in the same manner, but 
it requires more care. If the silk is in 
breadths it must be slightly sponged 
and then tightly rolled over~a cloth 
wound around eroller and left to 
dry. Sponge black satin on the wrong 
side with a mixture of alcohol and cold 
water, laying the satin on a smooth 
linen towel or sheet to absorb tho dirt 
and dust. Do not wet the satin much, 
just enough to remove the dust, chang- 
ing the cloth as it becomes soiled. Black 
lace may also be renovated when soil- 
ed or brown with age, by sponging 
with ivy water and rolling over a 
cloth wound around a roller, It 
should mot be Lroned.

Music Among the Negroes. 


One of the chief features of every negro 
gathering of a social character is the sing- 
ing, says W. F. Hewetson in The Chau- 
tauquan. A musical people they undoubt- 
edly are. Not a few have exhibited a high 
degree of talent in this respect—as, for 
example, Blind Tom—whose performances 
on the piano have delighted so many cul- 
tured audiences. The darky fiddler, once 
so prominent a feature of social gather- 
ings, is still sought after in some com- 
munities. The popularity of so called 
“jubilee” singers and negro minstrels 
seems to increase with time. Many of the 
most popular songs in this country, such 
as “Old Kentucky Home,’’ ‘The Fatal 
Wedding” and ‘‘Listen to the Mocking 
Bird,’ were composed by negroes. 

For the origin of most of their songs we 
must go back to the days of slavery. Just 
as the laboring classes of England during 
the seventeenth century found expression 
for their struggles and sufferings in the 
popular ballads of the time, so the Amer!- 
can slave gaye yent to his afflictions and 
heartaches in song. He sang of his griefs 
—and they were many—of hardships and 
oppression, of loss of home, of separation 
from frionds and relatives. In these songs 
ono can not fail to perceiye a certain plain- 
tive melody that seems to breathe forth 
centuries of patient suffering. But the 
songs of the negro wore not all dictated 
by the tragic muse. Kyen in slavery there 
wore bright, sun kissed openings in the 
clouds of sorrow that darkened his life, 
and there is no better evidence of the nat- 
ural cheerfulness and gayety of his char- 
acter than the comic and festive songs 
with which ho was wont tocelebrate these 
interspaces in his gricf.

BEFORE THE RAILROADS. 


Whon Philadolphin Was tho Greatest Clty 
In the American Colonies. 

In 1774 Philadelphia was the largest 
town in the American colonies. Esti- 
mates of the population, which are all 
wo have, differ widely, but it was prob- 
ably not far from 80,000. A single city 
now basa larger population than all 
the colonies possessed in 1774, and there 
are in tho United States today 104 cities 
and towns of over 80,000 inhabitants. 
Figures alone, however, cannot express 
the difference between those days and 
our own. Now a town of 80,000 people 
is reached by railroads and telegraphs. 
It is in close touch with all the rest of 
tho world. Business brings strangers to 
it constantly, who come like shadows 
and so depart, unnoticed, except by 
those with whom they are immediately 
concerned. It was not so in 1774, not 
even in Philadelphia, which was as 
nearly as possible the central point of 
the colonies as well as the most popu- 
lous city. 

Thanks to the energy and genius of 
Franklin, Philadelpbia was paved, light- 
ed and ordered in a way almost unknown 
in any other town of that period. It 
was well built and thriving. Business 
was active, andthe p le were thrifty 
and prosperous and lived well. Yet, de- 
spite all these good qualities, we must 
make an effort of the imagination to re- 
alize how quietly and slowly life moved 
then in comparison to the pace of today. 

There in Philadelphia was the center 
of the postal system of the continent,

Savages 

soon find, however, that paper is not in- 

tended to serve the purposes of cloth, 

Then thoy coase to look upon it asa 

fraud, but they do not think it rauka 

high among whito man's manufactures, 

and they haye little uso for it. 

Some timo ago a well known explorer 

was traveling in the interiorof Queons- 

land, Australia, whero ho met many 

natives who had never seen a white man 

before. 

One day a crowd of natives was in

Deacon William Trowbridge was a 
small farmer living near Sheboygan 
Falls. Hoe went there over 50 years ago, 
Besides tilling a little patch of ground 
tho deacon, who was indeed tho very 
konl of honor and ever had the respect 
and confidence of all in that commnu- 
nity, was in the habit, before regular 
preachers were sent there, of reading a 
sermon or exhorting. There was no 
sham about Deacon Trowbridgo's piety 
He was sincority ituelf, 
Fifty years ago tho little village was 
visited by a smallpox epidemic—an old 
fashioned, widespread and spreading 
epidemic—and they didn’t know how 
to scotch it a®wvell as they do now. 
The firat Sunday after the dreaded 
diseaso made its appearance the deacon's 
congregation was quite large. At the 
end of the services he made an announce: 
ment in about these words: 
“These services will be postponed un- 
til after the smallpox disappears from 
the community. From this onI shall 
give my services to the stricken fam- 
ilies. Lshall minister to their wants, 
help to nurse them, and when they dic 
follow them to the grave. It may bea 
long term or it may bea short term, 
but, however long or however short, it 
is my plain duty to help my distressed 
neighbors.’ 
The word was well suited to the ac- 
tion which followed. The good old dea- 
con hurried to his home, changed his 
clothes, bade his family goodby and at 
once began his work of mercy. Whata 
work it was! The epidemic lasted near- 
ly all winter. Large numbers died. Few 
in the village escaped the disease. Tho 
deacon’s example was followed by oth- 
ers. Men went to their homes, told their 
wives and children what the deacon had 
said and was doing, arranged their busi- 
ness, provided fuel and provisions, kissed 
their dear ones and went to the aid of 
the unfortunate. Like the deacon they 
went without reward or hope of reward. 
Like him they spent weeks and some of 
them months in that service without 
daring to go home lest their dear ones 
catch the discase.

LEAP YEAR ALL THE TIME. 


If there are any young people who 
object to getting married let them 
keep away from Argentina. The Gov- 
ernynent alarmed at the steady de-~ 
crease in population, has passed a law 
which, in effect, taxes unmarried peo- 
ple. ‘The law reads as follows: 

People of matriageable age of either 
sex who refuse to wed without rea- 
sons which are considered valid in 
law shall not be permitted to marry 
thereafter without the permission of 
the Government. hey shall, more- 
over pay an indemnity sum of not more 
than $500 to the person wnose offer 
they have refused” 

Young men and women under twen- 
ty years old ure exempt from this law 
and can marry as they please; but from 
twenty to twenty-eight the law, if they 
are not married at twenty, takes them 
in hand, and the men are obliged to 
pay a heavy tax if they remain single. 

in Argentina women propose as well 
as men; so 4n unmarried young man 
between twenty and twenty-eight years 
old in that country has a troublesome 
time. Not only is he made to pay & 
tax for being a bachelor, but if he 
refuses a proposal he has to pay the 
proposer a fine, It would seem as if 
a person might make quite a fair sum 
in Argentina by making a few judi- 
cious proposals to persons one knew 
didn’t want to marry.

A man who is 
knighted for some reason, however, has 
same right to put “von” before 
family nume as a person of ancient 
lily. For instance, when Alex- 
ander Humboldt was knighted he be- 
came Alexander von Humboldt. All 
his decendants, male and female, take 
the prefix.

TRACKING THIEVES, 


Mon Who Make « Busiuess in India of Fol- 
lowing Criminals. 

Tn India the great enemy thieves is 
the khoji, whose name signifies “‘search- 
er,” or “tracker,”” and whose business 
is to track criminals by 
prinis. 
their calling from youth, and become 
exceedingly expert. They are an es- 
pecial terror tothe cattle-stealers who, 
in the parts of the Punjab adjoining 
the Indus and other large rivers,where 
much grazing is carried on, are very 
plentiful. They match their cunning 
against that of the tracker, but they 
have to be very clever to throw him 
off the scent, 

One of their tricks is to catch a buf- 
falo, drive it into the river, and, cling- 
ing to its tail, guide it in the way they 
desire to go. By this means they are 
quickly carried down the current, and 
leave no telltale footprints. But the 
ruse is not always successful, for the 
reason that the tracker thinks noth- 
ing of distance, and is likely to come 
upon the tracks farther on, when the 
thief is forced to leave the stream. 

A good tracker will follow a thief, 
yard by yard, for a hundred miles, and

MATRIMONY THE GREAT OBJEOT TO 
ALL GIRLS OF FRANCE. 


Castoma In This Particular Have Changed 
Nadically—At the Prtacnot Dime tho Per- 
sonal Inclinations of Young Women Aro 


Considered. 


Miss Anna L. Bicknell is an English 
lady who bas had most unusual oppor- 
tunities for studying French life. Fora 
number of years she was a governess in 
the household of Napoleon III and re- 
sided in the Tuileries, For The Century 
Miss Bicknell bas written an article on 
‘rench Wives and Mothors.’’ Miss 
Bicknell says: 

Tho old mariage de convenance, which 
caused so much sorrow and consequent 
evil in former days, when a girl was 
taken ont of a conyent to be shown the 
man to whom she was about to be mar- 
ried, is now a thing of tho past. It must 
be acknowledged, however, that mar- 
riages are still made up, often too has- 
tily and superficially, by nicely balanced 
family arrangements and by the inter- 
vention of friends, Nevertheless, attrac- 
tion and repulsion are now taken into 
consideration, and a girl is no longer 
forced to marry a man whom she posi- 
tively dislikes, I could quote instances 
in the very highest (historical) aristoo- 
racy where, at the last moment, after 
the trousseau had been sent in (marked, 
according to custom, with the united 
initial letters of the two names clabo- 
rately embroidered) and all the social 
preparations mado, the marriage was 
broken off because the bride had de- 
clared that she could not ‘‘get accus- 
tomed’’ to the bridegroom nor endure 
the idea of seeing bis face in her home 
during her natural life. In one of these 
instances the family lamentations over 
the initials of the trousseau were really 
amusing. Fortunately a substitute was 
soon found whoso name, like that of the

The great object of the French girl's 
life is marriage. T'rom the time of her 
birth her parents have prepared for this 
event, and in many cases they have con- 
siderably straitened their income and 
curtailed their enjoyments to make up 
her dot, I’very girl in every class is ex- 
pected to haye something.

But their best and warmest feelings 
are awakened by all that concerns their 
children. French parents are perhaps 
the most affectionate in the world. The 
interests and welfare of their children 
are their first consideration, and wou 
derful sacrifices of their own pleasure 
and enjoyment are made in fayor of 
their sons and daughters by tho most 
worldly mon and women. Those are 
taken as a matter of course; no one 
thinks of doing otherwise or of seeing 
any merit in such acts. 

The mothers especially are unequal- 
ed. Nothing will stand in the way of a 
Frenchwoman where her children’s in- 
terests are concerned. This love is so 
engrossing that it swallows up every 
other. They are more mothers than 
wives, and if called upon to choose be- 
tween allowing a husband to go alone 
ona foreign mission or leaving their 
children they would not hesitate. ‘‘Moes 
enfants avant tout.’’

ANCIENT STUTTGART. 


Postal and Traveling Accommodations of 
tho Old Gorman City. 

The post relations of ancient Stuttgart 
were unpretentious. The two maid- 
servants of the postmaster distributed 
through the city the daily letters, which 
they carried in the same basket with the 
family marketing. Letters were carried 
out of the city by postilions. There was 
a number of couriers, and as a surety 
against mistakes there hung in the post: 
office, beside the curious mail bags, a 
huge whip, with which, when the com- 
mission had been given to the courier, a 
powerful blow for the strengthening of 
his memory was dealt him. 

Coaches and post wagons were inno- 
cent of any suggestion of comfort—a 
high, clumsy wooden box was secured 
by thick leathern straps, and in the 
cavernous bottom were confined together 
packages and passengers. Up and down 
hill, over ruts and rocks, the cumbrous 
vehicle rattled on its way, the hapless 
travelers being ever on the defensive 
against the assaults of tumbling boxes 
and bundles. And then the weary slow- 
ness of the way! Formerly the journey 
from Stuttgart to Tubingen was made 
in 12 hours. The same journey is now 
made in four hours. ‘Tho postilions 
alighted tu take refreshments when it 
pleased them, and one traveler has left 
a dismal record of a journey that he 
once mado, during which the driver 
took the horses from the carriage and 
attached them to a hay wagon that had 
been left mired in the mud. The man 
drove the wagon into the next village, 
and when thero he joined tho grateful 
neighbors in a oarousal, while the tired 
passengers languished on the dusty 
country road.—Elise J. Allen in Har- 
por’s Magazine.

Gen. Westmacott telegraphs from 
Camp Mammai that the Wourth Bri- 
gade became entangled in a gorge near 
Shinkamar on Saturday and suffered 
serious losses.

Sweing, Dowdall, Hughes, and Walk- 
er, together with five men of the 
Yorkshire Light Infantry, and three 
Sikhs, were killed; Major Farle, Lieut. 
HalJ, and 17 meno of the Yorkshires, 
were wounded; Major Warle severely, 
and 17 privates are reported as miss- 
ing. ‘The receipt of the despatch has 
caused a great sensation here, and fur- 
ther details are anxiously awaited. 

STORY OF THE DISASTER 

It appears that a combined moye- 
ment was planned to cut off the re- 
treat of @ number of Afridis who had 
been driving their cattle to graze on 
the Kajurai plain, west of Bara fort. 

Dwo columns marched from Ali Mus- 
jid and Jamrud to block the way north; 
a third column from Bara, marched 
westward over the plain toward the

Fraulein Bauer wasless communica- 
tive than her colleague.

On the contrary, she has a 
remarkable liking for ‘Atalanta in 
Calydoa’ and others of Swin urne’s 
poems. Of late she has been reading 
Mr. Kipling and expresses admiration 
for his vigor and keen insight into hu- 
man nature. She told a friend that 
Kipling had shown her empire to her 
in the most realistic manner. 

“She likes historical novels, parti- 
cularly Laube’s ‘Der Deutsche Krieg,’ 
andScheffel’s ‘Ekkohard.’ This taste 
for historical fiction, I believe, follows 
the Queen into other languages. She 
admires Walter Scott.

“Reading her Majesty's voluminous 
Greman correspondence forms a very 
large portion of my duty.” 

The Hon. Emily McNeill, who, in her 
capacity of maid of honor to the Queen, 
bas read extensively to her Majesty 
in English, was kind enough to add a 
few words to those of the lectrices. 
“The Queen's taste in English litera- 
ture,” she said, “are catholic. She

Farmers’ Institute Meeting. 


From Our Own Correspondent, 

A Farmers’ Institute meeting was 
held here in the Porester’s Hall on Feb, 
9th. There were about forty present at 
the afternoon meeting. but in the even- 
ing the hall was well filled, with a good 
quota of the fair sex. James McComb, 
president, occupied the chair, Mr. 
Crandell was the first speaker in the 
evening, and occupied nearly one hour 
dealing with the British markets,which 
he spent five and a half months in Eng- 
land studying. He said that instead of 
depending on the United States for a 
market for our farm products, we were 
competing with them for the British 
trade. Great Britain was our market. 

alrea he preference on our 
saker next took up the 
cattle trade, on which he dwelt at some 
length. Much had lately been done by 
the Government to facilitate this trade, 
but there was still more to do 
the duty of the government to bring the 
producer and consumer as closely to- 
gether as possible.

Important to Farmers. 


Among those best acquainted with the 
produce trade of Great Britain there 
seems to be a widespread impression 
that the production of cheese in Canada 
is now fully equal to the requirements of 
that market, and that any further in- 
crease will mean unremunerative prices 
to the Canadian farmer and positive in- 
jury toa great industry. Of the twen- 
ty-five million dollars’ worth of cheese 
imported by Great Britain during the 
past season, Canada supplied fifteen 
million dollars’ worth, or three-fifths of 
the whole imports, and it is held that 
any increase in t 2 figures, with cor- 
responding increase from other export- 
ing countries, cannot fail to result in an 
over-supply and a general and perman- 
ent depreciation of values. As a proof 
of this contention it is pointed out that 
even now stocks are very heavy both 
here and on the other side, and that this 

as had a depressing effect upon the 
ket the present low figures testify, 
One-fifth more boxes have gone forward 
already this season than during the cor- 
responding period of 1896-97, or, to be 
explicit, 2,838,880, against 1,939,876. In 
view of these facts it is a very general 
opinion that if the farmer for some time

new industry in Canada, and with the 
same honesty, care and attention which 
built up our cheese trade, would yet 
reach large porportions and become a 
very important factor in profitable 
dairying.

A. McLean was the next speaker, 
subject—' Poultry on the Patra 
Poultry was a profitable adjunct to 
farming, and was only in an early stage 
of developement, and would yet form a 
large proportion of our exports to Eng- 
land.

Eggs should be 
of uniform size and color, and unfertile, 
to command the best prices. Only 
about six per cent. of this class of pro- 
ducts imported by Great Britain came 
from Canada. This, he continued was 
not our tusk share of this trade, and our 
people should make an effort to increase 
it. In conclusion he said he had no 
pyeananiy: with the grumbler who was 
always complaining that farming did 
not pay. Only a small proportion kept 
an account of income and expenses and 
did not: know what they really were 
making. One thing was certain, farm- 
ing showed a much smaller per cent. of 
failures than the Mercantile and other 
pursuits.

Mr. Foster, the genial secretary of 
the North Hastings Farmers’ Institute, 
here made a few general remarks, urg- 
ing the farmers to take more interest in 
their occupation, and in the Institute. 
He would like to see it the banner insti- 
tute of Ontario. 

‘The last address was by Mr. Honey 
on"' Economical feeding of Dairy Cows.” 
He argued for warm stabling, regular 
feeding and kind treatment. June, he 
said, was the month when all the con- 
ditions were most favorable for a large 
yield of milk, and we should aim by 
artificial means, to keep up these con- 
ditions all the year round. He then 
gave his methods, which are as follows: 
Sow rye early on ground intended for 
turnips the following season; then as 
early as possible in spring sow oats and 
pease mixed, every ten days in succes- 
sion until too late for this crop; of tur- 
nips sow White Globe, Grey Stone and 
Swedes as they mature in the order 
mentioned. He also grows Mangels for 
late winter feeding as they will keep 
longer than turnips. He would give 
each cow a daily ration of 8 lbs. of bran, 
6 lbs. chop of oats, peas, barley and 
buckwheat; 80 lbs. of roots with cut 
straw; in alone should never be fed 
to cow ich animal should have 1 oz. 
of salt daily. He would recommend a 
chop of mixed grain as it gives a better 
balanced ration,

Apart from such cases, headache may 
be occasional only, and is then usually 
traceable to indiscretion in eating or 
drinking, or possibly smoking, to ex- 
posure to the hot sun or a cold wind, 
to overfatigue, want of sleep, or to 
some other easily discoverable cause 
Such a headache is usually relieved by 
a cup of black coffee or a glass of 
carbonated water containing perhaps a 
half-teaspconful of bicarbonate of soda, 
followed by rest in a darkened but cool 
and well-aired room. 

The habitual headache which recurs 
at more or less frequent intervals, is 
more difficult to trace to its cause, 
and more difficult to cure. Such a 
headache may be due to eye-strain, to 
dyspepsia, constipation, mental over- 
work, catarrhal trouble, disease of the 
liver or kidneys, or it may be gouty in 
its nature. 

Gouty headacha is much more comm- 
on than is usually supposed, and occurs 
often in those who have no sign of tho 
disease. It is, perhaps, tho most fre- 
quent kind of headache in persons over 
thirty years old. 

In children and young persons per- 
sistent headache may often he traced 
to eye-strain. Nhis headache comes on 
usually in the afternoon, after the eyes 
have been used for reading or study, 
and grows steadily worse until eve- 
ning. 

In caso of persistent headache, att- 
ention should first be paid to the dig- 
estive organs; coffee, tea, and alco- 
holic drinks should he excluded, the 
amount of meat reduced, and the bow- 
els regulated, Smokers should he very 
moderate, or, hetler still, stop smok- 
ing entirely for a time. If, after a

TONS OF BEEF. 


Lurge Orders Placed tn Chicago for the 
Supply of the Fleets in Chinese 
Waters. 


A despatch from San Francisco says: 


Steamship Company say that within 
the past few days there has been an 
astonishing increase in shipments of 
food supplies to the Orient, consequent 
upon the gathering in China waters 
of the Wnglish, German and French 
warships. They also state that a few 
days ago the representative of the Eng- 
lish Government placed an order in 
Kansas City for 2,000 tons of beef to 
be sent to the English fleet in China 
waters. The Russian Government, 
they also state, has given a big order 
to two Chicago houses for canned goods 
and beef, part of which will be sent 
from this port to the Orient and the 
remainder by way of Vancouver or 
Seattle. The agent of the Russian Goy- 
ernment has an order for 1,200 tons 
of beef. This order for canned goods 
is intended as part of the supplies for 
the Russiam troops now being sent 
from Odessa to the Manchurian fron- 
tier.

EAS AND TEAS. 


Things Onco Used or Now Used as Substi- 
tutes For the Chinoso Horb, 
Of course every one knows that wo 
drink a good deal that isn’t tea when 
we drink a cup of tea. We drink—or 
“are Supposed to drink—somo tea, somo 
lead and somo straw. But there aro sev- 
eral ‘‘teas’’ that the drinkers know are 
not made of tea leaves and yet are not 
adulterated. 
Tn Peru they drink mate, a tea made 
from the Ilex paraguensis, a species of 
holly. This is the only mate tea, but 
there is a Brazilian tea, gorgonha, call- 
ed mate there; another tea used in Aus- 
tria, called Brazilian tea, and several 
other so called mate teas are made from 
different varieties of the ilex. In Lab- 
rador they make a tea from two species 
of ledum. Oswego tea was made from 
the scarlet mouarda, and mountain tea 
from the dwarf evergreen, Gaulthoria 
procumbens. ‘Then oloyer tea and tansy 
tea and catnip tea and mint tea are 
used, though not as beverages. 
In Sumatra they use coffee leaves to 
make tea out of, and the beverage is 
said to be very refreshing. In Mauritius 
the leaves of an orchid, Angroecum 
fragrans, are used. The Tonquinese 
have teas of their own, made of leaves, 
berries, barks and woods. The Abys- 
sinians make tea out of the leaves of 
the Catha edulis, Whenasentinel can’t 
leave his post to get a cupof tea, he 
can chew a leaf or two of this plant, 
and he won’t feel like going to sleep 
all night. In Tasmania there are said 
to be more than 200 substitutes for tea;

RECEIPT FOR MAKING YEAST. 


The following receipt for making 
yeast was taken from the Western Rur- 
p! twenty-seven years ago, and has been 
usel in the writer’s family ever since: 

Put a little warm water in a bowl 
ani crumb o yeast cake into it. When 
soft fill the bowl half full of warm wa- 
ter ani stir in flour till thick as bread- 
sponge and set to rise. 

Put a small handful of hops, a large 
baniful might make, the yeast too bit- 
ter, into a granite kettle or well scour- 
od tin pan, never in iron as it makes 
the yeast dark colored, and pour over 
them one quart of boiling water and 
let them stand on the stove well cov- 
sred for five minutes. Peel and slice 
six medtiam sized potatoes, Strain the 
bops anil return the hop water to the 
dish in which they were boiled, or rath- 
er steeped, adding more water if ne- 
cessary, and put in the sliced potatoes. 
Cover closely and boil them until very 
solt, being careful not to let them 
burn. When done, set a colander over 
@ one gallon earthen jar, and pour the 

tatoes and water into the colander. 

ben drained there should be about 
two cups of water in the jar. Set the 

tatoes one side to cool and stir 
‘yo cups of flour into the hop and po- 
tato water in the jar while it is hot. 
Press the potatoes through a colander 
and stir them in after the flour. Add 
One-half pup of sugar, one slightly 
rounding tablespoonful of salt and a 
tablespoonful of ginger. When the mix- 
ture in the jar is cool enough to allow 
of your finger being held in it, put 
in the bowl of light sponge and set 
ina warm place to rise. When light 
Place it in the cellar and it will keep 
for three weeks, and when making 
yeast Bgain use acup of this yeast 
instead of a yeast cake. Use one cup 
of yeast for four loaves of bread. 


COPF EE-MAKING, 


Of course, the first thing is to get 
good coffee. The next important step 
in the preparation of coffees is the 
roasting. Onoe upon a time, and not 
se very leng ago, particular persons, 
bad to roast the beans themselves, but 
it is better done to-day by the great 
houses which do it for the trade. Your 
good grccer will have his coffee fresh 
roasted evory day or two and you 
should never buy more than a week's 
Supply at atime. If your grocer has 
More than one color of roast, get the 
bright roast. 

Grind the coffee at home, and only 
tnoligh ut a time to make one draw- 
ing. Here ie where your true skill 
Tust begin to show itself. For the 
French coffee pot, or any other of the 
filtering pots, the coffee has to be 
@round very fine and this is the first 
element in their wasteful character, 
You know what a delicious odor arises | 
from the coffee mill when the fresh 
roasted beans are crushed in it. Every 
appetizing whiff which comes from 
that mill is juet so much lost to your 
cup of coffee, and a very material loss, 
too. The essence of the coffee bean 
is very volatile, It is beld in minute 
cells, the sides of which in the raw 
bean are able to retain it for years. 
We roast the bean to moke these cell 
walls friable and porous to water, and 
at the same time we make them some- 
what porous to the essence. 

Still, if we do not break the bean into 
fine pieces we will not at once take 
so much of thp essence as we will if 
we grind it finely. What we want is 
to breaklt into pieces jist aslarge as 
boiling water can tlidroughly pene- 
trate and no larger or smallor, The 
proper size, you will find, is pieces 
about one-twelfth of an inch square, 
or nbout as big as cubes, broken from 
the lead of an ordinary lead pencil.

Everything should have been made 
ready bor the making of the coffee be- 
fore the grinding was done, but this 
Now we will tell yeu the 
most important of trade secrets. Most 
people understand that in order to pro- 
perly draw acup of tea, or to make 
coffee, boiling water is necessary, but 


must be cooked. Water that has mere- 
ly been brou®it to a boil for some rea- 
son will not absorb the essence free- 
ly. For making both tea and coffee the 


twenty minutes. 

Now for the pot. Let it be just an 
ordinary plain coffee pot, either of tin 
or granite ware, but, of course, be sure 
that it is clean, and that the tinning 
or granite enamel is perfect, so that 
no iron is exposed. If the iron is ex- 
posed it will be certain to make ink 
with the tannin in the coffee, and your 
coffee will be spoiled. Put your ground 
coffee into the pot, and then pour in 
the cooked water while it is boiling 
hot. Put in all the water that will 
ba needed at once, so as to have the 
greatest quantity at hand to absorb 
the coffee essence. Then let the pot 
stand on the stove until the water has 
again come to a good hard boil. Re- 
move it and thp coffee is realy. 

If you want milk have the milk boil- 
ed, and remember that milk is better 
than cream to bring out the coffee 
flavor. 

There is one other way to make cof- 
fee, but it is not so good. That is the 
old-fashioned Yankee method of put- 
ting the coffee in the pot with cold 
Water and leaving the pot on the fire 
until the water comes to a brisk boil. 
The Yankee coffee pot has a whistle 
on it which blows when the steam comes | 
out and gives notice that the coffee 
is ready. 

Just how much coffee to use for each 
cup no one can tell you truly. Coffee 
differs as much in strength as it does 
in flavor. Of one Sample you might 
have to use twice as much as of anoth- 
er. But this we wish to impress up- 
On you; There is a possible disadvan- 
tage in using too much coffee. Did 
you ever try to test the odor of con- 
centrated perfumes in the form in 
which they are sold by the wholesale 
trade of perfumers? If you open a 
bottle right under your nose, you will 
not get a pleasing odor, On the other 
hand, if you hold the bottle at arm's 
length, and wave it gently to and fro, 
the nostrils will be delighted with the 
disseminated essence. So with coffee. 
All you need is enough to fill the wa- 
ter with a full-bodied flavor, and more 
would be not only a waste, but worse. 
When you have once learned to dis-

48 possible, and; as a final touch, dust 
Sugar over the top of the sweetmeat. 
It (eats: be allowed to cool before it is 
cut, 

Chocolate Caramels.—Take two cups 
of cooking sugar, half a cup of milk, 
half a cup of molasses, one ounce of 
butter, fresh, wand two ounces of un- 
sweetened chocolate. Put all these 
ingredients in a saucepan, and boil for 
fifteen minutes, stirring regularly. 
Have near a cupful of cold water, and 
into this drop a few drops of the syrup 
atatioe. [f it hardens, the mixture 
is to be taken from the fire. Remove 
it then, and stirthe mass steadily until 
it begins to cool. In this condition, 
add one teaspoonful of essence of van- 
illa, and turn the whole mass into flat 
buttered tins, allowing the syrup to 
attain a depth of about half an inch.

of the fifteenth century seems to have 
been the period when “portable clocks” 
began to appear. In the different col- 
lections of antiquaries there are a 
few specimens of the ‘“Nuremburg 
eggs,” or watches made in oval shapes 
and coming from the town after which 
they were named. 

In the possession of Lady Fitzger- 
ald, of England, there was one watch 
which was 

SHAPED LIKE AN EAGLE, 
which had a small boy on its back. This 
odd ornament was made to hint at the 
story of Jupiter and Ganymede. The 
breast of the bird opened to show the 
dial beneath it, and the works were 
most elaborately ornamented. When 
the fair owner of thistreasure did not 
wish to wear it on her girdle she could 
stand it on her table. 

Gold and silver smiths seem to have 
let their fancy run riot, during the 
sixteenth century, and watches made 
in the form of ducks, acorns, of cockle 
shells and of all possible things made 


their appearance. Most of them struck ° 


the hour, and one notable invention 
fired a diminutive pistol at certain in- 
tervals. 

When Henry IJ. of France, fell in 
love with Diana of Poitiers, about 1547, 
she was se widow and wore mourning. 
Of course that offered an opportunity 
to the extravagant courtiers of the 
day, and the result was that all the 
ornaments at court were fashioned af- 
ter such gruesome ideas that the ridi- 
culous was clcse upon the sublime, to 
say the least. Rings were formed liked 
skeletons, tiny ooffins of gold were 


ed enameled figures of death, but the 
most striking preducts of the hour 
were the watches, which dangled from 
fair ladies’ belts and which represent- 
ed grinning skulls, the tops of which 
lifted to disclose tbe dial plate. Of 
course, the eyes were brilliant jewels 
and small fortunes were spent in the 
claborate ornamentation of these fu- 
neral trinkets. But the watches, the 
trinkets and the people wh» wore 
them have all passed nway, and since 
1620, or thereabouts, the fiat, oval or 
round timepiece bas been the general 
favorite. 

Time does not go so fantastically 
with us as it did with those untutored 
geniuses of earlier times, and perhaps 
our plain substantial watches tell ae 
much of cur character as did those bi- 
zarre inventions of earlier days about 
the men and women wh» wore them,

SWORDS MADE FOR INDIA. 


f Great Favonrite of the Queen. | 


The recent fighting in India has 
60 alarmed Lord Salisbury that he has 
prevailed upon the Queen to send a 
supply of fine Birmingham swords to 
the English troops in India, writes a 
correspondent of the Cleveland Leader 
Vighting at close range the English 
have been driven back from their 
strongholds through the impotence of | 
their bayonets which crumbled undera | 
thrust, and the delicacy of their swords | 
that snapped when in use. The trosps | 
of India, on the other hand, armed with 
native dirks and swords, made steady 
advances, and the result 
rather than advance. 

The Queen has opposed the use of 
swords, but now consents to their use, 
and, proud of her wor he bas for the 
first time in the history of Great Bri- 
tain thrown open to the public 
royal smal! arms factory at Sparkbrock 
near Birmingham. 

SWORD MAKING. 

Hitherto the Queen has 
guarded the making of her rifles and 
swords, and those who were in the sec- 
ret, have like Hiram Maxim with his 
gun, kept to themselyes the process by 
which small arms are made. But in 
these days of war talk it is not abad 
thing to know how these pieces of steel 
are turned out. 

Inthe first place England does not 
pretend to use all the arms that she 
manufactures, but she goes on mak- 
ing them and storing them away in 
the big storehouses for use some day 
| if need be. \ 

The process by which the rifles are 
made is not greatly different from that 
of other countries but the swords have 


carefully 


a process of their own which is truly | 


remarkable, 

The writer had the pleasure of going 
through the small arms factory near 
Birmingham a few days ago and of 
ceeing the swords turned out. The bars 
of crude steel are brought in loads to 
the factory ready to be made into 
swords. The building in which they 
are made is a long, low one, and each 
workman is impressed with the im- 
portance of his position. In Her Ma- 
jesty's workshops there is ne such 
thing as slighting a piece of work. 
The men are paid large sums, even 
in these days of English low wages, 
and each understands that he has an 
important part of the work resting 
on his shoulders. 

The workmen in the first open shops 


were at work upon bars of rolled steel ' 


which they were heating and turning 
into different shapes, ready to be car- 
ried red-hot out of the furnace, and 
deposited into a massive machine. Here 
the steel was elongated and cut off at 
the right length. It was then placed 
under a steam hammer, which shaped 
it in approximately the shape that it 
finally bears, the rifles being rounded 
and the sword steel fattened. 


| It was then put through a bewilder- | 


ing mass of machinery, g. ing from one 


machine to ancther, until it has passed 


through one hundred processes, and 
been carried by twelve miles of leather 
belting. It was afterwards carried in- 
to another building, where final work 
was put upon it, aad, finally, into the 
third building, where it was to be test- 
ed by machinery. 


THE BIG MAN,

merchants to encourage farmers to 


supply this want? asks the Monetary 
Times. There are specialists who make 
it their business to cater to this trade, 
|but for the most part they market 
their supplies without the assistance of 
the forwarder. But there is no reason 
| proper food, a poor hen house, and an 
' quire special skill in supplying the mar- 
ket. It has been pomted out recent- 
ly that there are three chief reasons 
why hens do not lay in winter; im- 
| proper food, a por hen house, and an 
} unsuitable class of fowls, We do not 
propose to go into the details of suc- 
| cessful poultry raisnig, they may be 
easily acquired by those interested in 
lthe industry. ‘The average farmer is 
of the opinion that there is little pro- 
fit in raising poultry, but this opinion 
is not based upon intelligent experi- 
ment. ‘ 
An authority at the Central Experi- 
mental Farm, Ottawa, says; ‘ ‘I should 
state that on the ten per cent. per 
, diem ration, during last winter, fifty 
hens laid sometimes twenty-seven egEs, 
at others twenty-two eggs per day, and 
for these we got thirty-five cents per 
dozen in December, making @ return 
of about 70 cents at a cost of 10 cents 
Lam at once met with the statement, 
‘Oh! a farmer could never get such 
figures, Well, then, take half of what 
I got.

Another thing that was plainly 
shown by the figures was that drunk- 
enness was on the decrease. There had 
been 1,716 committals during the past 
twelve months, and that was a de- 
crease of 191 from the previous year, 
In the last fifteen years there had 
been a noticeable falling off In in- — 
ebriates. In 1882 there were 4,777 com- 
mittals for drunkenness, This, the re 
port Says, shows the result of legis- 
lation and the work done by the tem 
perance people in the jails. 

598 COMMITTALS 

The number of committals to the 
Central Prison were 598, which, with 
880 in custody on Cctober lst, males 
the total number incarcerated during 
the year $78. This is two less than 
the previous twelye months, Only 
onte in Aecienre were the committals — 
so few, while the average population; 
398, is the highest known to the 
prisoa. This is accounted for by the 
fact that during the history of the 
prison, down to 1896, the average sen- 
tence had been six months and 22 
days, while in 1897 the average was 
increased to nine months, showinr 
that long sentences have a benelicir 
effect. Ihe falling off of committals 
has been most marked, and the indica- 
tions seem to point to a diminution of 
crime in the province. The number of 
vagrants this year is much below the 
number of previous years. The aver- 


age for the past three years has been 


56, compared with 125 for the three — 

years previous to 1894. The cost per 

capita meintenance of prisoners has _ 

been 39.1 cents per day, against 48 

cents of 1896, or a decrease of 5.7 cents, 
COST OF THE CENTRAL 

The total outlay at the Central was 
$56,806.24, as against $63,777.77 in ‘96. 
The net earnings of industries amount-_ 
ed to $24,690.59, reducing the cost of 
maintenance to 22 cents per prisoner 
The total net costs for the year were — 
$32,115.63. 

Tn the Central there are a number 
of cells that are inadequate. In the — 
hospital there is no provision for the 
separation of the patients. The school- 
room was too small and inadequately — 
equipped. 

There has been a great falling off — 
in the number committed to the On-— 
tario Reformatory for Boys. There 
were only 87 commitments in the iy f 
twelve months, as compared with % 
the previous year. The average popu- — 
lation has gone down from 209, in 1890, 
to 182, and the number in residence, 
123, is the smallest on record. 

SOME RECOMMENDATIONS 5 


The report recommends that the in- 
mates of the Mercer Reformatory be 
given more systematic employment. 
Last year there were 93 committals, 
or six less than the year before. To the 
Refuge there were sent 22, against 24 — 
in 1896. 

The total number of commitments 
was 8,884, as compared with 9,058 for 
1896, showing a decrease of 174. 
this number, 444 were committed for 
crimes against the person, while 176 
wera sent to jail for crimes against 
public morals and decency.

This 
is very tiresome and wearing on the 
muscles, as it throws the entire sus- 
pended weight of Lhe body on the rus- 
cles of the feet and legs. Youshould 
in walking or climbing stairs, seek for 
the most equal distribution of the 
body's weight possible. Ta walking up- 
stairs your feet should be placed 
squarely down on the step, heel and 
all, and then the work should be per 
formed slowly and deliberately, In 
this way there is no strain upon any 
partioular muscle, but each one Is do 
ing its duty in a natural manner. The 
man who goes upstairs with a spring 
you may be sure is no philosopher, oF 
at least, his reasoning has not Leen 
directed to Chat subject. The doctor 
might have gone a little further in 
tliat same ling and protested against 
the habit which many person* have of 
bending over half double whenever — 
they ascend a flight of stairs, In ax- 
ertion of this kind, when the heart is 
naturally excited to more rapid action, 
it is desirable that the lungs should 
have full play. Tub the crouching 
position interfers with their notion, the 
blood is imperfeotly nerated and there 
is trouble right away. Give the lings 
a chance to do their work, everywhore

When the 
mist closes over the sceno, a strange 
sense of being disombodied possesses ts, 
wo are lost in the impenetrable vapor, 
and tho gulls pass over our heads, vis- 
iblo but for an instant as they float from 
obscurity into obscurity. In timos of 
storm one seems to bo at tho seat of the 
elements and a witness to all their 
processes. The clouds roll and break 
against the cliffs like another sea, and 
sunbursta flashing from them leave a 
silver swath over tho vexed and som- 
ber billows. On sultry days a water- 
spout, whirling like a dervish, is no un- 
common sight, and he who makes the 
downs his obsorvatory becomes wise 1n 
all the phenomena of seaand air, Climb- 
ing them at night gives one tho feeling 
of scaling the walls of heaven itself. 
They slopo like the sides of a pyramid, 
and the apex of tho pyramid impales 
the stars. On sunny days the sea below 
is purple, and every shade of blue and 
green that can be thought of, eyen (to 
use one of Tennyson’s own descriptious) 
‘ike a peacock’s neclk.’’

Every Sunday 12 loaves 
of bread are placed upon this font and 
distributed to 12 old women, in accord- 
ance with the terms of one Theodore 
Eccleston’s last will and testament, and 
because of a gift by will tho church.is 
still heated by wood fires. —Nashua (N. 
H.) Telegraph.

Greater New York. It embraces 841 
square miles of torritory and includes a 
population of nearly 8,400,000. 

Besides these at least another million 
dwell on the New Jersey side of the 
Hudson river, quite as noar and as 
closely identified with the great city on 
Manhattan Island as aro thoso of the 
northern and eastern suburbs. ‘This 
makes a population of nearly 4,500,000 
which may be said to belong to New 
York, making it not only by far the 
largest center of human life and inter- 
ests in America, but, excepting only 
London, the most populous spot on the 
globe. 

How has it happened that this vast 
city has grown up where it stands? 
Why did not the American metropolis 
arise somewhere else? Is its position all 
an accident, or does history show sound 
reasons for its situation? The earliest 
settlement here was merely a *trading 
station that gradually became a small 
seaport, like a dozen others along the 
coast. Before the year 1700 these were 
so nearly alike that ho would have been 
& wiso prophet who truly foretold which 
wouldthrive. Indeed many men of that 
day firmly believed that Newport and 
Annapolis wero to be the two great 
American seaports. 

Great cities ariso at the points where 
the greatest number of people find it 
convenient to muet at first for business 
and later for pleasure. You cannot force 
& city to grow in an unnatural or unsuit- 
ablo situation, and it is no casier to pre- 
vent a city from growing in its proper 
place, But the conditions that change a 
villago into a big town and expand the 
town into a city or metropolis are not 
tho samo in different parts of the globe 
and vary with the march of the con- 
turies; so that now many an anciont 
world market, like Nineveh or Mem- 
phis, has totally disappeared, while 
towns like Berlin have lately increased 
with amuzing rapidity, after a long his- 
tory as small and insignificant places. 
As for New York, it has never halted 
or gone backward for a moment since 
it was fairly started on its career in 


1623.

Mrs. Smith cheerfully gives the de- 
tails concerning her soldier boys. The

five years of ago, was educated at 
Wymondham Grammar School. He 
became an assistaunt-master at a priv- 
até school in Essex, left this and pre- 
pared himself for a Civil Service exam~- 
ination, but finally resolved to enter 
the army. He enlisted in the 9th (Nor- 
folk) Regiment, and 
soldier that in three years and four 
months he was made a sergeant. Ho 
passed his first-class examination, and 
has shifted to the Army Service Corps, 
and is now Color-Sergeant. 

The second son, Sydney, who is about 
twenty-two years old, commenced life 
as a telegraph clerk at Wymondham 
Station; but the work was not to his 
taste, and he also enlisted in the Nor- 
folk regiment eight years ago, going 
at once to India.

Liquor Men Win Again. 


Prosecutors Must Swear That No 
Medical Certificate Exists, 


Ob the 11th November last, Neil Mc- 
Guire, the bartender of the Windsor ho- 
tel, Madoc, was tried before Justice A, 
F, Wood, ex-M.P.P., and J. R. Ketche- 
son, on an information charging him 
“that on Saturday night, after the hour 
of eight o’clock, in the Windsor hotel, a 
place licensed to sell liquor at retail, he 
did, contrary to law, sell and dispose of 
liquor at the bax, which was open for 
the public, and parties standing at the 
bar drinking, said disposal taking place 
during prohibited hours.” 

Morris Vollick, the prosecutor, and 
Charles Bulpit testified that they saw 
liquor served in the bar on the night in 
question during prohibited hours by the 
defendant, whereupon the learned jus- 
tices convicted the defendant of having 
sold liquor duving prohibited hours, and 
imposed a fine of $20 and costs. 

From this conviction the defendant 
appealed to His Honor Judge Lazier, of 
Belleville, who heard the appeal on the 
25th November. Mr. Haverson, of the 
Ontario License-Holders' Association, 
who appeared for McGuire, contended 
that the information should have alleg- 
ed that ‘the sale was without any 1e- 
quisition for medical purposes, as requir- 
ed by the License Act, being produced 
by the vendee or his agent,” and that 
the evidence and conviction failed in the 
same respect.
